1 . EXPERTS MET AGAIN IN INFORMAL ALL-DAY SESSION ON 
SATURDAY, JULY 22ND. SUCH SESSION ARE OSTENSIBLY 
MEEINGS OF NNA, CHAIRED BY SWEDISH DEL, WITH ALL OTHER 
DELS INVITED TO PARTICIPATE. SESSION AGAIN PROVED TO 

BE PROFITABLE, WITH LANGUAGE OF FRAMEWORK NOW AGREED 
ON. FOR CLARITY, ALL SECTIONS NOW IN QUOTE MENTAL 
NOTEBOOKS END QUOTE FOLLOW AT END OF MESSAGE. 

2. THERE IS A FEELING OF GREATER OPTIMISM NOW ALTHOUGH 
SEVERAL ISSUES REMAIN TO BE RESOLVED. IN MAJOR 
CONCESSION EAST SAURDAY ACCEPTED FRAMEWORK ALTHOUGH 
PLACEMENT IN FINAL REPORT OF MEETING SILL REMAINS TO 

BE DECIDED. WEST WOULD LIKE TO SEE LANGUAGE IN AGENDA 
OF MEETING WHILE EAST WOULD PREFER A FOOTNOTE. OTHER 
ISSUES TO BE DECIDED ARE: 
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A. A CZECH PROPOSAL TO ADD LANGUAGE ON DETENTE TO 
LAST PARA OF INTRODUCTION OF ORIGINAL NNA TEXT (REFTEL 
A). THIS IS PROBABLY CASE OF EAST STAKING OUT EXTREME 
POSITION FOR BARGAINING PURPOSES. 

B. WHETHER FORUM SHOULD BE OPEN OR CLOSED. 
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NNA HAS PROPOSED COMPROMISE LANGUAGE BUT BOTH SIDES 
ARE RESERVING THEIR POSITIONS. PRECEDENTS OF YELLOW 
AND BLUE BOOKS MAKE IT SEEM LIKELY, HOWEVER, HA 
ONLY OPENING AND CLOSING SESSIONS WILL BE OPEN. 

C. WHETHER FORUM WILL PREPARE RECOMMENDATIONS. 

TOPIC WAS NOT DISCUSSED SATURDAY. SOVIETS HAVE 
PROPOSED LANGUAGE ON THIS, WHICH INCLUDES DETENTE 
MENTION, TO BE INCLUDED IN AGENDA.
